We were making at thai time 


about 2«x« pounds of butter :i week. A 
large share of our cows were fresh in 
the fall and early winter previous. We 
divided the milk, running half through 
tin' separator and 8t-ttiu;j the other h ilf 
in ilie ••u-auier. 
The running water 


at that time was aijout 4^*. We start- 
ed in r'oclhiif sure the creamer would 
beai. 
Imagine our surprise when we 


found the milk 
from 
the separator 


made IS pounds more butter than that 
from the creamer. 
One of the best 


farm implements any farmer can have 
is a lead uencil. We had one and used 
it. and as a result d'd not ask the ajient 
to take a\\av the separator. The cream- 
er is still settinc around in the way. 
After a few weeks we partitioned off 
si small room adjoining 
the milking 


stable and set the seoarator there. We 
bought a small tread-power mill and let 
the bull, which is always kept in the 
barn, set needed exercise separating 
the milk. The calf stable is only a few 
feet away, and what milk is not want- 
ed for them is conducted to the base- 
ment below to a tank only a few feet 
from the pigs' trough. The warm milk 
containing the animal heat is an im- 
portant item for the calves and pigs. 
The IP ilk is always fed immediately 
after senaratinj;. 
After milking a few 


cows, depending on the 
number of 


milkers, the separator js started, which 
takes only a moment 
Each milker 


strains his milk into the hopper 
or 


tank of the machine. 
The time saved 


in carrying milk to and from the dairy- 
room and in warming it for the calves 
and pi£s, amounts to many dollars in 
a year. 
There is also a great saving 


of labor in the house. Man's usually 
too hard worked helpmeet has to be 
COOK, kitchen girl, chambermaid and 
dairymaid, and do a thousand and one 
other things, besides tending to the 
babies. 
It saves tracking from 
the 


stable to dairy-room, spilling milk, es- 
pecially about the stove in warmnig 
it for the calves, and skimming and 
washing many pans or cans. 
It is 


only a few moments' work to wash 
and scald the separator, and It can be 
done by a girl 10 years old. 
We wash 


our separator twice a day, scalding it 
but once. Most people about here who 
use hand machines .leave water 
in 


them at ni^lit And wash 
and 
scald 


them onlj once a day. We have tested 
the skim milk from 
our 
separator 


many times with a Babcock tester. We 
have had one-tenth of 1 per cent, but 
more often only a trace, or a iittle 
lump of fat about the size of a pin 
head on the side of the neck of the 
bottle. 


Kan-ing accidents, wo have paid ont 


only a small amount for repairs for 
our machine. 
It has averaged to run 


about three hours a day. 3fi5 days in 
the year, for eight years. 
It has sep- 


arated milk for more than 
100,000 


pounds of butter and is still doing 
good work. 
We keep about 
forty 


cows havinsr some fresh in milk every 
mouth, aud are making over some 800 
pounds of butter a week now. 
For 


each dollar paid out for the separator, 
repairs .etc.. we have separated milk 
enough for TOO or SLIO pounds of butter, 
and we srill bjive our machine. 
The 


expense of running the separator is 
very small, as the wear of the power 
is made up in the benefit the bull gets 
from the exercise. 
A $40 power will 


last as any one man ought to want to 
live (and run a dairy). 
We believe, in 


point of economy, a small power for 
some kind of an animal is necessary. 
Several in this section 
are 
using a 


Mieep power that costs about Sir*.

The strong similarity 


of these two well 
known 
families, 


makes it difficult for the ordinary cat- 
tleman to distinguish one from 
the 


other or ''tell which is the other." An 
old time breeder of both kinds says: 
"Both the Galloway and ths? Polled An- 
gus are of Scotch origin, which may be 
read tip at leisure. Each breed has its 
strong points, and ranks side by side 
in many points of merit. 
Take down 


the points as I gjve them to you: The 
Galloways are black, hornless, low on 
the sjround, heavy set, short 
legged, 


long hair, slow maturing 
and 
very 


hardy. 
Thev are treat rustlers, and 


if I were stocking up a range I would 
use Galloway bulls. 
The Angus cat- 


tle are black, hornless, short hair, me- 
dium length of leg, early maturing and 
as great beef producers a.s any animal 
grown.'' 
In certain sections of the 


c-oimtrj. especially 
around 
Kansas 


City, the Galloway is grown more, so 
is better known than the Polled An- 
gus. 
Possibly this is due to the fact 


that the Gallowaj men have shown 
more diligence in setting forth 
the 


strong uuiuts of their favorite breed. 
That there is a difference iu the two 
breeds cannot be disputed, 
but 
fhe 


good points are many in each. 
The 


Shorthorn and the Hereford men, es- 
pecially the latter, have beeu very en- 
ergetic during the past few years in 
bringing the white face into popularity 
by the constant and persistent use of 
printer's mk. 
Notwithstanding 
this 


popularity of the Hereford, the Gallo- 
way will always be sought after. He 
carries his ovwcoat with him, 
is a 


great rustler and is a good beefmaker 
and is especially fitted for the average 
range.

1'uder modern nitthods of cultivation i 


the seeds of our be.;t varieties of fruits 
can easily be dispensed with, as they 
are of little value. Kature had already 
anticipated hortcuUurists in dispeu-.- 
ing with, the seeds and depending upon 
oth<-r niethoils of propagation. 
The 


banana, for instance, is a seedless 
fruit which nature has apparently 
Changed through ssme peculiar 
pro- 


cess. 
Rudimentary seeds are to be 


found in the fruit to-day. 
By slitting 


the banana down lengthwise rows of 
tin- rudimentary seeds will be exposed 
to view. Follow i^s out the law of na- 
ture, the seeds, becoming useless or- 
crans, degenerated. 
Oc-casoually 
a 


banana is found that does propagate 
itself by means or seeds, or at least 
perfect seeds are produced in the fruit, 
which can germinate. 


The pineapple aud cauliflower are 


two other common illustrations of how 
nature occasionally 
dispenses with 


seeds. 
The pineapple is almost seed- 


less, and. like the banana. Its propaga- 
tion is entirely by suckers. 
The type 


would not be exterminated if the suck- 
ers should fail to uerr>etuate the plants. 
All the resources cf the plants would 
iro to the assistance of the seeds to de- 
velopft and vitalize them ouce more. 
This has been found possible by ex- 
periment. 


The eggplant is neore intersting than 


either the banana or pineapple. 
Here 


we have a fruit which is only occasion- 
ally seedless. That the seeds are real- 
ly immaterial to the welfare of the 
plant is evidenced by the fact that per- 
fect fruits are often developed wheth- 
er the blosoms are fertilized or not. 


Natures hints thus supplied in a few 


isolated cases have been the opportu- 
nities of man to raise a class of seed- 
less fruits. 
Sometimes It is merely 


a freak of nature that happens only 
once or twice in a generation, and if 
the opportunity is missed the loss is 
great. 
To this origin we owe our tine 


California navel orange, which is gen- 
erally a seedless fruit, although occa- 
sionally a few small seeds are found 
iu it. 
The navel orange was an effort 


of nature to produce twins, but one of 
the twins aborted, merely surviving as 
a urotuberance in the blossom end of 
the orange, a little kernel enveloped 
in the skin which closely resembles 
the human navel in appearance. 


Usually the freaks of nature pro- 


duce fruits that are not very 
good. 


Thus quite a number of apple trees 
have been produced, the fruit of which 
is nearly or quite seedless. 


But seedless apples and 
pears of 


good quality mav yet be propagated, 
and trarclcners are working toward 
this end. 
Recent new varieties show 


great improvements over those 
first 


produced, and in the course of time 
careful 
culture and 
selection may 


bring about the desired results. 


Experiments arc now being made in 


California with the famous 
Muscat 


grape of Alexandria. 


Xe.x i to eleminating the seed and ro- 


ducing the size of the stones and pits 
of fruits, the work of ridding our or- 
chard trees aud vines of thorns aud 
briers is important. 
More has been 


accomplished in this direction than in 
in the former, but our gardens are still 
encumbered with the thorns and bri- 
ers on orange and lemon trees and 
prickers on raspberry, gooseberry aud 
blackberry vines. 
These briers and 


prickers were originally intended to 
protect the fruits from wild animals, 
but they have outgrown their usuful- 
ness in the modern garden. 


Varieties of gooseberries are pro- 


duced by the gardener's skill which are 
practic-illy thorniest. 
Among the ap- 


ple and pear trees the thorus appear 
only to-dav in the wild crab apple 
varieties, although originally all our 
trees in the warden came from thorny 
ancestors. 


In nut culture a similar problem 


faces the pomologists. 
It is not only 


a question of raising larger and sweet- 
er 'nuts. but of 
producing varieties 


with shells so thin that they can be 
easily crushed between the forefinger 
and thumb. 


Professor T.nirill. of the University 


of Ilhuuis, reeeiitly ga\c out a piece 
of information that lie said had not 
yet appeared in print relative to tin.' 
first spraying of vinos and trees for 
fungous diseases. It has been be- 
limed that In the case of most of these 
pest-, tho snores lived over on tho 
hviurx of the trees. It was advised to 
snrav before the blossoms were open

There 
is still further gain when a greater 
number of farmers uuite to help each 
other alternately and this rule works 
very well when it comes to irrigation 
and the distribution of water by coiu- 
munal agreement. No one will pre- 
tend to say that the big ranch has any 
advantage over the small tract in the 
economic apnlicatiou of water iu ir- 
i itcation and it is apparent to everyone 
that the scientific user of water muse 
from necessity be the man who hand- 
les the least of it. When u field 
is plowed it should be prepared and 
sow u as quickly as possible.- A day's 
delay may expose the plowed surface 
to drenching rains that may make it 
impossible to work on it for some time 
afterward. These 
are 
advantages 


which a man has who employs a great 
amount of help. 


While those who work separately on 


small farms almost always make a 
success of farming, the men who try 
individually to cultivate too large an 
area almost invariably fall. It may be 
that the greater improvements in farm 
machinery which the large farmer is 
able to purchase, and the greater pro- 
portion of his" land that he can keep in 
crops, are resnouslV>le for failure. For 
a time the bonanza rancher not only 
appears to but dovd make more than 
the small farmer. But he does not 
keep up soil fertility as well. There 
is on a large farm, where there is 
plenty of money tu run it, a greater 
proportion ot tho laud jilanted or sown 
with crops than there is on the small 
farm. 


If tho capital invested in the farm 


is growing smaller by the loss of fer- 
tility, no temporary gains by the sale 
of large crops can make the farm suc- 
cessful. This is the condition which. .is 
most likely to befall the operator who 
with either lanre or small capital tries 
to crop more hind than he can .manure.

pecially does the matter of looks make 
a difference iu the sale of comb honey. 
Remember that a trood Dart of the dif- 
ference in price between comb honej 
and extracted is paid for the nicer 
looks of the former, and if you pack 
your coiiib honey in any sort of box. 
that happens to be at hand it may 
make a difference of 2. 3 and 4 cents a 
pound." With this advice Dr. Miller 
presents the following information in 
The National Stockman about cases: 


Shipping cases for honey are made 


that are especially adapted to the pur- 
pose. Not only are they convenient in 
shape and size for packing and ship- 
ping, but they show off the honey to 
good advantage when olaced on the 
counter of the grocer by means of the 
glass on one side that allows the snow 
white comb to be seen without allow- 
ing the flies to light upon- it or the 
finders of meddlesome urchins to be 
punched into it. 


Two kinds of "shipping cases are 


shown in the illustration. The upper 
one holds 12 of the so-called one pound 
sections, two sections be,ing ,seen 
through the glass. The lower case 
contains 24 sections, four of them be- 
ing in sight. Cases for 48 sections 
have also been madei but these are 
little used. The tendency seems to be 
rather toward the 12 section case. A 
12 section case that is a compromise 
in nnnearance between the two ca.ses 
in the picture is very popular. In it 
three sections are in sight, there beitiic 
four rows of throe sections each. This 
last style of case will co«t you some- 
where from S to 10 eop.ts each, depend- 
ing on tho number bought. At this 
price you get material ready to nail 
together, everything complete, includ- 
ing nails aud glass.

Whale or fish oil soap is ono of tho 


most oftective remedies against scale 
insects. It stands next to kerosene 
and has the advantage of being less 
dangerous in careless hands. It is one 
of the most reliable materials for 
use nirainst plant lice and generally 
against sucklmr insects which can bo 
killed by a contact insecticido. Com- 
pared to common laundry soap it has 
greater penetrating power, remains 
liquid when cold at much greater 
strouerth. and is more fatal to insect 
life than other animal fats. Tho for- 
mula for making it Is as follows: Con- 
centrated potash lye 3Vj pounds, water 
7% gallons, and fish oil ono gallon. 
Dl'ssoho lye In boiling water and to 
tho boiling solution add the fish oil. 
Roil two hours and then cool. Any 
trade of fish oil will answer. For 
fruit twos use not over ono to two 
pounds of soup in one gallon of water, 
but peach and plum tiros require a 
weaker solution; plant llco, one pound 
to four .gallons; summer scale Insects 
one pound to two gallons; winter 
washes to trunks of trees two pounds 
to one gallon; to twists of branches, 
one pound to ono gallon.

Iu solid colors we 
have the Wbiu-s. the Blacks and the 
Hutls. all of them having their strong 
admirers, the lirsi aud last more 
iu:'rkti uoultrvL-iai. 


For the true fancier who iuteuds to 


make his uets a studv. there is uo 
bre»xl or variety that ffives fjreau-r ,,|,_ 
port unities lhan do the different laced 
varieties of Wvandottes. Of these th« 
oldest arc the Silvers, iu fact they are 
the oldest of any of the Wyaiulottes. 
They are l>eyoud doubt when properly 
bred and iu good condition , a beauti- 
ful fowl, their feathering In-ing a 
dense black with silvery white, the 
white under the present standard be- 
ing required to slightly predominate. 
They are bled quite extensively and 
have reached a very high mark of ex- 
cellence, but in order to produce them 
in the highest type, a great deal of 
study must be expended. Some of the 
hardest points to get iu males are, a 
good laced breast and clear, silvery 
hackle, back and saddle. The males 
are generally too dark in breast, not 
having large enough white centres in 
the feathers. 
The saddle and often 


the lower part of the hackle do uot 
show the glossy black stripe with nar- 
row white centre and pure edging of 
white, having instead the colors mixed 
which gives a brownish appearance, 
and the backs too often are yellow in- 
stead of pure white. 


In females the breasts are not so 


hard to get right, but the feathering 
on the back gives more trouble, cither 
by having the white centres too small 
or these centres not white but mossy, 
which detracts so much from their 
beauty. 
Now, in order to get good 


offspring we must only use the best 
specimens as breeders, never using a 
mossy-backed female. Mate with your 
females a male with as nearly perfect 
hackle aud saddle, with as white a 
back as possible. You may then in a 
short time be able to produce good 
backs on vour birds. As to breast, 
you need not discard a male that 
shows white centres of a small size. 
Be sure that he possesses good, clear 
centres even in a small degree, and 
that the black is pure and without the 
white edging to feathers. 
The female 


should have extra large, clear centres 
on the breast, the black be very dense 
aud also without the white edging. By 
mating only such birds for a few years 
provided they are of the proper shape, 
we may hope to see a hackle and sad- 
dle on our Silver such as we see on a 
good dark Brahma. 


Wyandottes are very early maturers, 


laying often at- five months old, and 
generally at six months. They are fast 
growers, and with proper treatment 
are good broilers at two months old. 
They grow to good size and make good 
roosters when grown. They are bred 
by a goodly number of fanciers and 
are well liked by them, many giving 
-up other breeds in their favor.—Theo. 
E. F. Holzbau&er, in Reliable Poultry 
Journal.

After si few weeks we uartitioned off 
a small room adjoining the milking 
stable aud set the seoarator there. Wo 
bought a small tread-power mill and let 
Tlie bull, which i* always kept in the 
barn, set needed exercise separating 
the milk. The calf stable is only a few 
feet away, and what milk is not want- 
ed for them is conducted to tlie base- 
ment below .to a tank only a few feer 
from the pigs' trpugh. The warm milk 
containing the animal heat 155 an im- 
portant item for the calves and pigs. 
The ii'ilk is always fed immediately 
after separating. "After milking a few 
cows, depending on the

of

It has averaged to run 


about three hours a day. otto days iu 
the year, for eight years. 
It has sep- 


arated milk for more than 100,000 
pounds of butter and is still doing 
good work. 
We keep about 
forty 


cows havinsr some fresh in milk every 
mouth, aud are making over some 800 
pounds of butter a week now. 
For 


each dollar p;iid out for the separator, 
repairs .etc, v\e have separated milk 
enough for TiW or SOU pounds of butter, 
und we still l>ave our machine. 
The 


expense of running the separator is 


•r.v small, as the wear of the power 


is made up in the benefit the bull gets 
from the exercise. 
A $40 power will 


last as any one man ought to want to 
live (and run a dairy). 
We believe, in 


point of economy, a small power for 
some kind of an animal is necessary.

"As milk should be 
separated 
as 


soon as possible after

we

storage. 


Were we to turn a separator by baud, 
even with a small dairy, we would 
Wiiut a laigc sixo to save time.

ry over a lot of store hogs for the sake 
of feeding them all summer aud then 
getting such heavy pork that th«-butch- 
er pays a cent loss per pound than 
he would for hogs weighing: about 1">0 
pounds. 
It is time for eastern farm- 


ers to call the hog. and not the sheep 
the animal with the golden hoof. 


KlHck Cattle. 


The names Galloway and Angus cat- 


tle are synonymous to a great many 
people 
not 
sufficiently 
informed 


of the two breeds, saj~s the Kansas 
City Telegram. 
The strong similarity 


of these rwo well 
known 
families, 


makes it difficult for the ordinary cat- 
tlemau to distinguish one from 
the 


other or ''tell which is the other." An 
old time breeder of both kinds says: 
"ISoth the Galloway and the Polled An- 
gus are of Scotch origin, which may be 
read up at leisure. Each breed has its 
strong points, and ranks side by side 
in many points of merit. 
Take down 


the points as I ejve them to you: The 
Galloways are black, hornless, low on 
the ground, heavy set, short 
legged, 


long hair, slow maturing 
and 
very 


hardy. 
Thev are ereat rustlers, and 


if I were stocking up a range I would 
use Galloway bulls. 
The Angus cat- 


tle are black, hornless, short hair, me- 
dium lensrth of i^g. early maturing and 
as great beef producers as any animal 
grown."' 
In certain sections of the 


comitrj, especially 
around 
Kansas 


City, the Galloway is grown more, so 
is better known than the Polled An- 
gus. 
Possibly this is due to the fact 


that the Galloway men have shown 
more diligence in setting forth Hie 
strong points of their favorite breed. 
That there is a difference in the two 
breeds cannot be disputed, 
but 
fhe 


•.rood poiuts are ruauy in each. 
The 


Shorthorn and the Hereford men, es- 
pecially the hitter, have beeu very en- 
ergetic during the past few years in 
bringing the white face into popularity 
by the constant and persistent use of 
printer's ink.

1'mk-r modern rnttbods of cultivation 


the seeds of our be.-;t varieties of fruits 
can easily be dispensed with, ais they 
are of little value. Nature had already 
anticipated horteu'turists iu dispens- 
ing with, the seeds and depending upon 
othi-r methods of propagation. 
The 


banana, for instance, is a seedless 
fruit 
which nature has apparently 


changed through ssme peculiar pro- 
cess. 
Rudimentary seeds are to be 


found in the fruit to-day. 
By slitting 


the banana down lengthwise rows of 
tin- rudimentary seeds will be exposed 
to view. Following out the law of na- 
ture, the seeds, becoming useless or- 
ga us, degenerated. 
Occasoually 
a 


banana is found that does propagate 
itself by means of seeds, or at least 
perfect seeds are p'ocluced in the fruit, 
which can germinate. 


The pineapple and cauliflower are 


two other common Illustrations of how 
nature 
occasionally dispenses 
with 


seeds. 
The pineapple is almost seed- 
less, and. like the banana, its propaga- 
tion is entirely by suckers. 
The type 


would not be exterminated if the suck- 
ers should fail to uemetuate the plants. 
All the resource's el' the plants would 
so to the assistance of the seeds to de- 
velope and vitalize them once more. 
This has been found possible by ex- 
periment. 


The eggplant is ncore intersting than 


either the banana or piueapple. 
Here 


we have a fruit which is only occasion- 
ally seedless. That the seeds are real- 
ly immaterial to the welfare of the 
plant Is evidenced by the fact that per- 
fect fruits are often developed wheth- 
er the blosoms are fertilized or not. 


Natures hints thus supplied in a. few 


isolated cases have been the opportu- 
nities of niau to raise a class of seed- 
less fruits. 
Sometimes it is merely 


a freak ol" nature that happens only 
once or twice in a generation, and if 
the opportunity is missed the loss is 
great. 
To this origin we owe our tine 


California navel orange, which is gen- 
erally a seedless fruit, although occa- 
sionally a few small seeds are found 
in it. 
The navel orange was an effort 


of nature to produce twins, but one of 
the twins aborted, merely surviving as 
a wrotuberanee In the blossom end of 
the orange, a little kernel enveloped 
in the skin which closely 
resembles 


the human navel in appearance. 


Vsually the freaks of nature pro- 


duce fruits that are not very good. 
Thus quite a number of apple trees 
have been produced, the fruit of which 
is nearly or quite seedless. 


But scwlless apples and pears of 


good quality mav yet be propagated, 
and crardeners are working toward 
this end. 
Recent new varieties show 


great improvements over those first 
produced, and in the course of time 
careful 
culture and 
selection may 


bring about the desired results. 


Experiments are now being made in 


California with the 
famous Muscat 


grape of Alexandria. 


Xex L to eleminating the seed and re- 


ducing the size of the stones and pits 
of fruit*, the work of i-idcling our or- 
chard trees and vines of thorns and 
briers is important. 
More has been 


accomplished iu this direction than in 
in the former, but our gardens are still 
encumbered with the thorns and bri- 
ers on orange and lemon trees and 
prickers on raspberry, gooseberry and 
blackberry vines. 
These briers and 


prickers were originally intended to 
protect the fruits from wild animals, 
but they have outgrown their usuful- 
uess in the modern garden. 


Varieties of gooseberries are pro- 


duced by the gardener's skill which are 
practic-illy thornless. 
Among the ap- 


ple and pear trees the thoru's appear 
only to-day in the wild crab apple 
varieties, although originally all our 
trees in the garden came from thorny 
ancestors. 


In nut culture 
a similar problem 


faces the pomologies. It is not only 
a question of raising larger and sweet- 
er "nuts, but of 
producing varieties 


with shells so thin that they can be 
easily crushed between the forefinger 
and thumb. 


1'rofcssor Bui rill, of the T'niversity 


of Illinois, recently gave out a piece 
of information that lie said had not 
yet appeared in ptint relative to tin; 
first spraying of vinos and trees for 
fungous diseases. It

lio\o'l that in the caso of most of these 
pests the snores lived over on the 
twiirs or' the trees. It was advised to 
sprav before the blossoms were open 
for thc« purpose of killing these colo- 
nies of spores.

The man \\lio has u small place and 


aims to d«< all the work himself work* 
ui a disad\autage. 
Two such workiu^ 


tugellu-r. aud for each other alu-ruaU*- 
ly, can accomplish uiuch more ttiau 
el! her cau by working alone. There 
is still further gain wheu a greater 
number of farmers unite to help each 
other alternately aud this rule works 
very w«-ll when it comes to irrigation 
and the distribution of water by com- 
munal agreement. No one will pre- 
tend to say that the big ranch has any 
advantage over the small tract in the 
economic ariulicntiuu of water iu ir- 
i igation aud it is apparent to everyone 
that the scientific user of water must 
from necessity be the man who hand- 
les the least of it. When u field 
is plowed it should be prepared aud 
so vi u as quickly as possible.- A day's 
delay may expose the plowed surface 
to drenching rains that may make it 
impossible to work on it for some time 
afterward. These 
are 
advantages 


which a man has who employs a gteat 
amount of help. 


While those who work separately on 


small farms almost always make a 
success of farming, the men who try 
individually to cultivate too large an 
area almost invariably fail. It may be 
that the greater improvements iu farm 
machinery which the large farmer is 
able to purchase, and the greater pro- 
portion of his land that he can keep in 
crops, are resnousiMe for failure. For 
a time the bonanza rancher not only 
appears to but docs make niore thau 
the small fanner. But he does not 
keep up soil fortiJitj' as well. There 
is on a large farm, where there is 
plenty of money to run it, a greater 
proportion ot the laud planted or sown 
with crops than there is on the small 
farm. 


If the capital invested in the farm 


is growing smaller by the loss of fer- 
tility, no temporary gains by the sale 
of large crops can make the farm suc- 
cessful. This is the condition which .is 
most likely to befall the operator who 
with either large or small capital tries 
to crop more hind than he can jn,anure.

pecially does the matter of looks make 
a difference in the sale of comb honey. 
Remember that a good part of the dif- 
ference in price between comb hones 
and extracted is paid for the 
nicer 


looks of the former, and if you pack 
your comb honey in any sort of box 
that happens to be at hand it may 
make a difference of 2. 3 and 4 cents a 
pound." With this advice Dr. Miller 
presents the following information in 
The National Stockman about cases: 


Shipping cases for honey are made 


that are especially adapted to the pur- 
pose. Not only are they convenient in 
shape and size for packing and ship- 
ping, but they show off the honey to 
good advantage when placed on the 
counter of the grocer by means of the 
glass on one sicle that allows the snow 
white comb to be seen without allow- 
ing the flies to light upon, it or the 
fingers of meddlesome urchins to be 
punched into it. 


Two kinds of shipping cases are 


shown in the illustration. The upper 
one holds 12 of the so-called one pound 
sections, two sections being ,$een 
through the glass. The lower case 
contains 24 sections, four of them be- 
ing in sight. Cases for 48 sections 
have also been made, but these are 
little used. The tendency seems to be 
rather toward the 12 section case. A 
12 section case that is a compromise 
in nnnearnnce between the two cn.sea 
in the picture .is very popular. In it 
three sections are in sight, there being 
four rows of three sections each. This 
last style of case will cost you some- 
where from S to 10 conts each, depend- 
ing on the number bought. At this 
price you get material ready to nail 
together, everything complete, includ- 
ing nails and glass. 


Whale or fish oil soap is one of the 


most effective remedies against scale 
insects. It stands next to kerosene 
and has the advantage of being less 
dangerous in careless hands. It is one 
of the most reliable materials for 
use against plant lice and generally 
against sucking iusects which can be 
killed by a contact insecticide. Com- 
pared to common laundry soap it has 
greater penetrating power, remains 
liquid wheu cold at much greater 
strength, and is more fatal to insect 
life thau other animal fats.

The Wyaudotte 
family U divided !uto a miuilx-r of 
differeut varieties, thereby giving the 
fain ler a wide svlectJou to liud a bird 
suited iu his needs. Iu solid colors we 
have the Whites, the Blacks and the 
Hufis. all of them having their strong 
admirers, the lir.st and last more 
iu:'rkti uoultrvuia'?. 


For the true fancier who intends to 


make his i>ets a. study, there is uo 
breed or variety that gives greater op- 
portunities than do the different laced 
varieties of Wvantlottes. Of these th« 
oldest arc the Silvers, in fact they are 
the oldest of any of the Wyandottes. 
They are beyond doubt when properly 
bred ami iu good condition , a beauti- 
ful fowl, their feathering Ik-ing a 
dense black with silvery white, the 
white under tin.- present standard be- 
ing required to slightly predominate. 
They are bled quite extensively and 
have reached a very high mark of ex- 
cellence, but in order to produce them 
in thi- highest type, a great deal of 
study must be expended. Some of the 
hardest points to get iu males are, a 
good laced breast and clear, silvery 
hackle, back and saddle. 
The males 


are generally too dark in breast, not 
haying large enough white centres in, 
the feathers. The saddle and often 
the lower part of the hackle do not 
show the glossy black stripe with nar- 
row white centre and pure edging of 
white, having instead the colors mixed 
which gives a brownish 
appearance, 


and the backs too often are yellow in- 
stead of pure white. 


In females the breasts are not so 


hard to get right, but the feathering 
on the back gives more trouble, either 
by having the white centres too small 
or these centres not white but mossy, 
which detracts so much from their 
beauty. 
Now, in order to get good 


offspring we must only use the best 
specimens as breeders, never using a 
mossj -backed female. Mate with your 
females a male with as nearly perfect 
hackle aud saddle, with as white a 
back as possible. You may then In a 
short time be able to produce good 
backs on vour birds. 
As to breast, 


you need not discard 
a male that 


shows white centres of a small size. 
Be sure that he possesses good, clear 
centres even in a small degree, and 
that the black is pure and without the 
white edging to feathers. The female 
should have extra large, clear centres 
on the breast, the black be very dense 
and also without the white edging. By 
mating only such birds for a few years 
provided they are of the proper shape, 
we may hope to see a hackle and sad- 
dle on our Silver such as we see on a 
good dark Brahma. 


Wyandottes are very early maturera, 


laying often at- five months old, and 
generally at six months. They are fast 
growers, and with proper treatment 
are good broilers at two months old. 
They grow to good size and make good 
roosters when grown. They are bred 
by a goodly number of fanciers and 
are well liked by them, many giviug 
•up other breeds in their favor.—Theo. 
E. F. Ilolzhauser, in Reliable Poultry 
Journal.

The cholera germ 
In particular is unable to flourish la 
this acid, and therefore n stomach in 
a thoroughly sound condition is a sure 
protection against cholera. 


The blood also possesr^es certain pro- 


perties of defence against microbes 
the nature o^ which scientists are only 
Just beginning to find out. Microbes 
will flourish in the blood of certain 
nnlmals. Diphterin, for instance, does 
uot infect rats or mice. There are In 
the blood of these animals certain 
floating substances which have de- 
structive properties KO far ns the bac- 
teria of diphtheria are 
concerned. 


When the bacteria attack any point of 
the organism these substances receive 
an automatic signal and float to that 
point. There they help to destroy tho 
invaders. 


Acting In co-operation with these 


substances nre those corpuscles of the 
blood which are called "phagocytes." 
They not only attack the microbes, 
but ent them. 


The human blood possesses phngo- 


cytoR, and It is by their nctiou that wo 
acquire Immunity against smallpox 
and other diseases nfter one attack. 
\Vben the smallpox germ first attacks 
the body the phagocytes hasten to de- 
fend It. If the body lives the phago- 
cytes in the blood have become so 
vigorous tlint tlioy will bo able to ro- 
ml nny future nttttk of tho smallpox 
ite-m with eatt. .

caymg animal and vegetable matter 
on which it feeds. The mosquito also 
conveys the horrible iilaria diseases of 
the East, which Include elephantiasis. 
Leprosy is communicated by mosqui- 
toes and other"biting insects. 


The "pink eye" of the 
Southern 


United States is attributed to the horse 
tick. In the Fiji Islands Europeans 
have to wear a veil to protect them- 
selves against a seriouH native eye 
disease, which is spread by the gnats. 


Flees played an important part in 


causing the receut terrible outbreak 
»f bubonic plague in Asia. The horse 
fly and a common variety of biting fly 
(stomoxys caleitrans) infect cattle and 
even men with the germs of anthrax. 


Even without the , intervention 
of 


flies and other insects man is always 
loaded with a swarm of microbeB.A 
well known bacteriologist recently set 
about classifying the various orders of 
bacteria wbicn are found on the hu- 
man skin. He'gave up the task after 
lie had counted two hundred kinds. 


Every one of these different kinds 


was found to the number of rarely 
less than five million. Thus it seems 
that every mnn carries about with 
him microbes considerably exceeding 
the entire population of the world. 


Fortunately we are not utterly at 


the mercy of these microbes. Very 
often it is only the sick whom they 
can hurt. Nature, who ne<ver creates 
a pest nvithout supplying some means 
of combating it, has furnished the hu- 
»jan body -with several- lines of de 
fence against tho microblnl hordes. 


The first line of defence is the skin, 


which dnost of the mico-organisms are 
Incapable of penetrating. It is just 
here that we perceive the dangers to 
which we are exposed from the sting- 
Ing Insects. They introduce into the 
blood germs which would otherwise 
not be able to pass the skin. The com- 
mon house fly does not bite, but it 
may spread infection by depositing 
thi? germs in -the •month.' uo.se ftr.eyes. 


Besides the skiu there is another 


line of defence against the microbes 
In the mucous membrane lining the 
mouth, throat and digestive tract. 
The pneumonia bacillus and the diph- 
theria bacillus are frequently found 
iu the throats of healthy persons and 
cause them no inconvenience what- 
ever. They are unable to gain an en- 
trance to the tissues unless there is an 
Inflammation, caused probably by a 
cold or some other violent disturbance 
of the normal health. 


The body has another very import- 


ant defence against the army of mic- 
robes In the gastric juice of the 
etomach. This contains free hydro- 
Chloric acid, which is extremely de-

Expense of Parliament*. 


A paragraph going the rounds of 


European papers is intended to show 
that popular government through a 
representative legislature is generally 
more expensive than monarchical gov- 
ernment. According to this view the 
most expensive parliament in Europe 
is that of Prance. The Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate cost nearly 
§1,500.000 each year. 
Russia, which 


has no parliament in the American 
and English sense, saves this item of 
c-xpense, a saving which must seem 
to most persons 
insignificant when 


compared 
with 
the 
advantages 


derived. 


One reason why the French Assem- 


bly is so expensive is its extenshe 
membership . There are 300 Senators 
and 584 Deputies, a total in excess of 
800. The salary paid each is 9,000 
francs, or $1,KOO a year—$200 less than 
was paid New York Assemblyman be- 
fore consolidation. French legislators 
also have free passes on the railroads. 
Italian legislators receive no salary, 
but have free transportation on rail- 
road. The cost of the Italian Parlia- 
ment was 2,100,000 lires last year, or 
about $420,000. The Holland legisla- 
ture is in two branches, the First and 
Second Chambers of the State-Gen- 
eral. The former comprises 50 mem- 
bers who receive 10 guilders a day 
during the session, and the second 100 
members, who receive 2,000 guilders a 
year and their mileage. 
A Dutch 


guilder is approximately two-fifths of 
n doHnr jind t'!*? total expenditure of 
the Dutch Parliament is "^300,000 a 
year in the equivalent of American 
money. As might be expected. Spain 
has an elaborate parliamentary sys- 
tem, 
whereby not aJono do the elected 


representatives of the people (for of 
sufh of the people as vote) have places 
in the Cortes, but also those who, 
without being elected, receive a cumu- 
lative vote in several districts suffi- 
cient to have elected them in one. 
Spain expended last year 1,040,000 
pesetas for its Cortes, equivalent to 
about $3550,000. Portugal expended .for 
parliamentary services about $100.000, 
and Austria, with two Chambers, one 
in Vienna and the other iu Budapest, 
about 4,000,000 florins, of which 2,300.- 
000 was for the Austrian Rcichsrath. 
and 1.700,000 for the Hungarian Par- 
liament. 
The members of the lower 


Australian house, ostensibly a repre- 
sentative body, receive 10 florins a 
day for their services and get besides 
a milea.se on Austrian railroads. By 
the official valuation of the 
Uuited 


States Treasury an Austrian florin is 
worth 20 cents, so that an Austrian 
lawmaker receives substantially (the 
question of milage apart) the same pay 
as the law of the United States fixes 
ns a minimum for laborers on some 
of its public works. 


The members of the Swedish Parlia- 


ment number 150 in the upper and 
2.">0 Tn the lower branch. The former 
get no pay; tho latter receive 1,200 
crowns, or .$300 a year, and if the ses- 
sion lasts longer than four mouths 
they receive 10 crowns additional for 
Mich day of actual service. 
A Swed- 


ish crown is worth about 2(> cents, and 
this means au additiou of $2.GO a day 
for 
legislative 
overtime. 
England 


spenrts about $200,000 a year for the 
British Parliament, the members of 
which serve without salary. The Ger- 
man Reichstag, one branch of which 
represents the political divisions of the 
country, and tho other branch the 
voters, costs about $100,000 a year. 
Belgium spends $180,000 for this pur- 
pose, and Greece 500,000 drachma! for 
Its Chambers of Deputies, the equiva-

"Now here is a case iu point . The 


.oothpick is not considered proper in 
'nshionablu society after meals, and 
3oss silk is also never used. Yet 
Joth ot these, if people would only 
vallze it, are good things. After eaL- 
ng particles of food are entrapped 
jetween the teeth. 
The toothpick or 


loss silk will carry them away . But 
they remain, the particles of food de- 
corunosc- and an acid is formed which 
ittaeks the enamel and finally com- 


with the salts of the teeth to de- 


stroy them. 


Teeth do not last as long as they 


used to. 
Uy experience has 
taught 


me that of men and women from fifty 
to sixty yesirs of age from sixty to sev- 
enty-five per cent, now have artificial 
teeth. 
This statement seems astound- 


ng. but it is nevertheless true. There 
s dental science enough • to preserve 
:hem. but people will not give dentis- 
try n chance. They let them go, and a 
ninute vegetable organism collects up- 
on them. 
The enamel goes away, and 


he dentine (the inside coating) is laid 
bare; the dentine is attacked, and the 
nerves and the blood vessels are ex- 
posed: tho nerves are devitalized and 
the teeth die." 


It is this dentist's theory that one 


great reason of the country's progress 
toward a "toothless age" is 
due 
to 


the lack of care of the temporary 
teeth ot children. 
If these temporary 


teeth are bad. he says, the permanent 
teeth will be weakened. 
And yet very 


little- attention is oaid to a child's 
first teeth. 


"Thumb or finger sucking is a bad 


habit for children," said the 
Doctor. 


"By this habit the lower teeth are 
forced inward, and the upper outward. 
Mouth breathing also produces irregu- 
iariry of ihe. teeth. 
Tne most effective 


way of breaking this habit is that em- 
ployed by the Indian mother, who 
bandages the mouth of the child, aud, 
in that way forces 
it 
to 
breathe 


through the nostrils, or not at all." 


Another important tendency the Doc- 


tor sa>s he has frequently observed is 
that the lower law is becoming more 
and more contracted. 
It is now, he 


says, frequently necessary to remove 
some ot" the maiden teeth. 
The mod- 


ern jaw, brought about through mod- 
ern considerations of living, cannot ac- 
commodate all the teeth nature gives 
us. 
Hence the teeth, besides being 


poorer year by year, are gradually and 
steadily getting to,a point where they 
will be fewer.

The cobra presently 
crawled out of the room through the 
door they had left open, and the officer 
was able to get down from the dressing 
case and raise an alarm. The two hill- 
men he never caught, but he slept with 
a sentinel at his door during the rest 
of his stay in the district."

Given to Filipinos. 


IHWEUXOB UENEKAL IS PROPOSED 


All* • CaUntt to Be Applied by tht Prtli- 


li tont-Pwpb to Act brier. 
^ 


Manila. May 22.— The United Stat*« 


Philippines fommibMioii has submitted to 
tbe Filipino commissioners a draft of the 
form of t'overnment tht preuldeni is pre- 
pared to establish. 


According to this plan, a governor gen- 


eral uill be appointed for the islands by 
the president . as will also be a. cabinet: 
and later an advisory council will be 
elected by the people. 


The Filipino con.mlssloners who ar- 


rived here on Saturday to negotiate with 
the United States commissioners held a 
conference this morning with Messrs. 
Schurman, tVorr-ester and Denby. 


They say that they are 
without 


power to bind the so-called Filipino gov- 
ernment in any particular, and can only 
refer any results of the present negotia- 
tions to Aguinaldo. 


The Filipino commissioners. General 


Grc-gorio del Pilar. Lieutenant Colonel 
Alberto Barret o, Major Zealoita and 
Senor Gracio Gonzaga, with their famil- 
ies, spent today in visiting: frlenda in 
Manila and conferred with Senors Flor- 
entine Torres, Pablo Ocampo, and Teo- 
dore Yanoo, the members of the local 
Filipino association who will participate 
in the meetings with the American com- 
missioners. 


Senor Torres vaa a member of Agui- 


na4d«J's commission before the war. He 
opposes independence and favors au- 
tonomy. and he hafe been most influential 
in persuading the followers of A^ruinaldo 
to make the 'present advances. Auton- 
omy is the burdert of the talk of the Fili- 
pinos, and it is thought that the kind they 
wiph for would be little different from the 
scheme of an -American protectorate, 
which they talked of before the war, 


Senor Paterno, who has succeeded the 


Irreconcilable Mabini as president of the 
Filipino so-called cabinet, is a student 
arid a writer of ability. He once drew 
up a plan of autonomy under Spain. 
which the Spanish government promised 
to adopt, there then being a troublesome 
rebellion on foot. The American com- 
missioners, in studying the question of 
Philippine government, have found sev- 
eral good points in this scheme. Paterno 
SB now the strong man in Aguinaldo's 
pkrty.

It is added that the only native troops

Many of their rifles are disabled, and 
they are unable to repair them, owing 
to the lack of mechanics and materials. 


A coasting steamer which has arrived 


here reports that the Spanish garrison at 
Zamboanga island, at Mindanao, is held 
by the rebels in much the same manner 
us the Americans held them while they 
were In the vicinity of Manila. Every 
night the Spaniards are subjected to an 
ineffectual fusiladc, and if they are not 
soon relieved they will be reduced to tha 
condition of the Spanish garrison at Ilo- 
ilo just previoi|i to its evacuation of that 
place.

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Passengers Were Too Nervous to Begin 


Once Another Ocean Voyage. 
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Statistic* of Cnlian \Var, 


Prof. Arthur Codezo Vinageras, of the 


Havana Academy of Sciences, has com- 
piled the vital statistics of the late war 
of Cuba with Spain. He does not claim 
that it is absolutely accurate, but that 
it is approximately so. 


He estimates the mean population of 


the island in the years 1895-1898 as 
1,546,000, of which 532,000 were colored. 
Of this number 40 per cent, of whites 
and 72 per cent, of negroes were illiter- 
ate. The percentage of male to female 
was 54 to 46. 


He estimates the number of the Span- 


ish army sent to Cuba during this pe- 
riod as 234,000, and the number of Cu- 
bans fitted to take arms as 362,000. Of 
this number he finds that 71,000 actual- 
ly rose in arms, while 262,000 remained 
irresolute. The remainder, almost 30,- 
000, 
went into exile. The nunrber of 


armed Cubans killed during the war 
was 10,300 whices and 6,600 negroes; of 
unarmed fighting men 11,400 whites ami 
12.000 negroes. 


Weyler's 
order of reconcentratio-n 


was responsible, Professor Vinageras 
estimates, for the death by starvation, 
and disease of 387,000 persons, men, 
women, and children. Of this number 
202,000 were whites. The total loss of 
Cuban life by the revolution was 418.- 
300. 
The Cubans in arms at the end at 


the revolution he estimates at 28,600. 


The total loss of the Spaniards was 


22,000 in battle and 106,000 by disease.

Soon it tookm the buildings, two-story 


frame ones, running- from 122 to 124. Then 
,i crossed the street and smothered 123 
and 125 and scorched the frame building 
at 127. 


Peter Eriesthant's four-story frame 


factory was next attacked. 
He un- 


locked'the cioor of his office, and. rush- 
ing in, rescued three $1 bills, leaving 
f400 in currency in the cash drawer, 
which he migkt easily have saved. 


The flames next attacked the black- 


smith shop of J. H. Aldorm 133 and 135 
Freeman street, and extended to a two- 
story brick building in the rear. 


Down at the other end of the fire line 


at 101 the flames were spreading to John 
Alien's house and barn. 
Policemen 


broke into the barn and rushed the 
horses out, but they did not have euch 
good luck with the horses in J. H. Con- 
nors' stable, next door. Policeman Hall- 
rek'got out two in safety, but the others 
stampeded and got mixed up in a jumble, 
and had to be abandoned. 


The flames next attacked the ehamieal 


works of J. H. Hopkins, and the burn- 
ing chemicals made a tremendously 
black smoke. 


Next the wofks of the Greepoint Iron 


Bedstead company caught. This is a 
converted brick structure, running from 
100 to 112, and as it is only two stories 
high it did not give the Bremen much 
trouble. 


Then the flames swept round the cor- 


ner into Green street and attacked the 
big five-story box factory ol J. H. Reeves, 
a building extending haJf way down the 
block. 


The firemen made a determined stand, 


and, 
though the factory was badly 


scorched, thej saved it from destruc- 
tion. 


The wind, whicht had been strong, 


shifted suddenly from north to south. 
Buildings which had been in imminent 
danger were then safe and new ones 
\\ ere imperiled. Chief among the latter 
was a row of frame dwelling houses 
running from Eagle street, all of them 
two-story, except the one at 108, a five- 
story doui7el tenement. 


There was a panic. The firemen and 


policemen had 100 firigthened families to 
care for. 
Men, women and .children, 


v\ith little on 'beside their night clothes, 
were bundled out of their homes and 
taken to places of safety. These little 
homes were utterly destroyed, and the 
poor families lost their all. 


The Keils'building, in which the fire 


started, was totally destroyed. So were 
the houses on Eague street and the J. L. 
Hopkins chemical works. Most of the 
other buildings mentioned above were 
badly damaged. 


Several firemen suffered 
from 
the 


dense fumes of the chemical works, but 
no one was seriously hurt. 


The people who were burned out were 


housed temporarily in the Dupont street 
school building.

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The Pari?, Captain Watklns, 


Southampton and Cherbourg for -New 
York, struck on an outlying ridge of the 
Manacles early this morning at a point 
half a mile from where the wrecked 
Atlantic transport liner Moheg-an lies. 
The Paris, which sailed from South- 
ampton yesterday, called at Cherbourg 
and picked up 50 passengers. She left 
Cherbourg at 6 o'clock last evening. 
Scon after 1 o'clock this morning, at high 
tide and in a dense fog, she ran ashore 
From the first there was no danger. 
Lifeboats and tugs were soon literally 
swarming around the vessel to render 
assistance. A majority of the passen- 
gers, who numbered 380. were brought to 
Falmouth, where they obtained lodgings 
for the night. 


The first intimation of the vessel's 


striking the rocks wajs a alight grating 
sound, which was followed by a second 
and more pronounced shock. The look- 
out shouted that there was something 
looming ahead, but before there waa 
time to reverse the engines the ship had 
gone on the rocks, 200 yards from the 
shore. Assistance was summoned by 
means of rockets, and the coast guards 
promptly telephoned to the life saving 
station for boats. 


A majority of tb« passengers were net 


aware that an accident had happened 
until they were called up by the sterwards. 
On reaching the deck they found the 
ship's boats in perfect readiness for their 
reception. The sea was perfectly calm, 
and the only discomfort that the passen- 
gers experienced waa caused by the 
slight rain that was falling at the time. 
Owing to the calmness of th«l sea the 
boats could be managed with entire 
safety. Perfect order prevailed aboard 
the vessel. Captain Watkir.s stood en 
the bridge giving orders, and his perfect 
self-possession and 
calmness 
of de- 


meanor had a reassuring effect upon ths 
passengers. In accordance with the in- 
struction of the captain the women and 
children were the first to be taken oft the 
ship. Such perfect order was main- 
tained that a passenger described the 
scene as simply a slow procession of 
women and children walking in single 
file to the boats. 


At daybreak the position of the vessel 


could be better discerned. Tbe brilliant 
Saint Anthony light at the entrance of 
Falmouth harbor could be distinguished 
plainly through the misty rain, and the 
still standing masts of the ill-fated 
Mohegan could 'be seen nearby.™ -"i " 
„ It Is £aid that a Falmouth pilot boat 
showed a warning si&nal to the Paris, 
telling the captain that he would put the 
vessel on top of the Mohegan if he did 
not alter the course of the shlp.t The 
warning, however, came t»o late and lhe 
Paris struck on a ridge to the westward 
of the Manacles. 


It is'suggested that as this was only 


their second trip from Cherbourg'the of- 
ficers of the Paris were not familiar wltZi 
the course.

DEED] OF HEROISM 


Corporal Reno Regcnea a Dismount- 


ed Trooper Under a Heavy Fire. 
Information was received from one of 


our postal agents in the East regarding 
a deed of heroism which has so far 
passed unnoticed in this country.

was performed, says a -writer in the 
Sketch, early after the fight began 
near Manila, and the correspondent of 
the China Mail of Hong Kong said 
that had the hero, Corporal Reno,/h ;n 
an English officer, he would p"-~oably 
have received the iron cross, which is 
the highest inor in the power of Eng- 
lish Sovereign to bestow for valor in 
the face of the enemy. 


A troop of the Fourth United States 


Cavalry was stationed! on the south side 
of Manila at the zinle mentioned, un- 
der command of Lieut. Carson. The 
troop had been .doisig excellent service 
in reconnoitering; work. One day a 
party of theja&en, under command of 
Lieut, Bcryd, were sent out to locate 
the eifemy. The party had pushed a 
longy'way forward without trouble, and 


on the point of returning when 


the Filipinos appeared from the brush 
on one side and fired into them. One 
of the ponies was killed, dismounting 
Private Davicki and wounding Private 
Wintlcr. All hurried to shelter, some 
500 yards away, across a deep stream, 
and it was not until the party had 
reached it that it was discovered that 
Private Davieki had been left behind. 
Without a moment's hesitation Corpor- 
al Reno dashed after him. dismounted, 
placed Davicki in the saddle and 
brought him in safely to his compan- 
ions. Reno ran alongside of the pony, 
his hand on the stirrup. The Filipinos 
maintained a heavy fire, but the two 
crossed the stream and rejoined their 
party without injury.

A GOOD GENTLE LESSON 


The Cubans Were Greatly Incensed 


that Gen. Wood Had Kept Several 


Spaniards in Office.

While the Americans were cleaning 


the streets and courts and houses and 
jails of Santiago, and were taking care 
of the sick and wounded and starving, 
aud were administering all the affairs 
of the city—working sixteen hours each 
day—the Cuban residents held aloof, 
neglecting even to call and pay their 
respects to the occupants of the palace. 
There were 
no public meetings, 
no 


contributions, no private offers of as- 
sistance, no movement for the aid of 
Cubans by Cubans, save by a few mem- 
bers of the local Chamber, of Com- 
merce. 
The church, represented by an 


archbishop, whose salary under the old 
regime had been $18.000 a year, and 
by a number of Spanish priests and dif- 
ferent orders, did not turn a hand for 
the relief of the city or of the province. 
There was some activity, however, but 
of a different kind. 
Among the Cu- 


bans the fact that certain Spanish offi- 
cials had been retained in office by the 
Americans—very wisely retained, too, 
as subsequent events have proved—had 
created a feeling of positive discontent 
and antagonism. This came to a cli- 
max on the evening of Supt. 22, the 
day on which General Calizto Garcia 
paid his memorable visit to Santiago. 


Surrounding the Plaza de Arrnas are 


four prominent buildings, the cathed- 
ral, the palace, the Club San Carlos, 
which was the Cuban stronghold, and 
the Spanish" Club. 
The two latter oc- 


cupy corners triangularly 
opposite, 


with the plaza between them. 
On the 


eight in question, about 8 o'clock. Gen- 
eral Wood was writing in his office in 
the palace. 
At the outer door stood a 


solitary sentinel, armed with a rifle. 
Suddenly there burst across the plaza, 
from the San Carlos Club, a mob of 
Cubans—probably 500. 
Within a few 


minutes a shower of stones, bricks, bot- 
tles and other missiles struck the Span- 
ish club, smashing windows and doors. 
A man, hatless and out of breath, 
rushed up to the sentry at the palace 
entrance and shouted: 
"Where's the 


general? 
Quick! 
The Cubans are 


trying to take the town!" 


General Wood was leisurely folding 


up his papers when the sentry reached 
him. 
"I know it," he said, before the 


man had time to speak. "I have heard 
the row. 
We will go over and stop 


it." 


He picked up his riding-whip, the 


only weapon he ever carries, and, ac- 
companied by tue one American sol- 
dier, strolled across to the scene of the 
trouble. 
The people in the Spanish 


club had got it pretty well closed up, 
but the excited Cubans were still be- 
fore it, throwing things and shouting 
imprecations, and even trying to force 
a way in by the main entrance. 


"Just shove them back, sentry," said 


General Wood quietly. 


Around swung the rifle, and in much 


less time than is taken in the telling 
a way was cleared in front of the door. 


"Now shoot the first man who places 


his foot upon that step," added the 
general in his usual deliberate manner. 
Then he turned and strolled back to 
the palace and his writing. 
Within an 


hour the mob had dispersed, subdued 
by two men, one rifle and -a riding- 
whip. 
And the lesson is still kept in 


good memory.

Wounded Nineteen Timed. 


Frank Kennedy was wounded nine- 


teen times in the battle of Santiago de 
Cuba. He says: 


"I was sergeant in Troop F of the 


First volunteer cavalry, commanded by 
Col. Wood. On July 3, the second day 
of the battle, I was serving as mount- 
ed orderly for Gen. Lawton. Early in 
the afternoon, while carrying a dis- 
patch for him to Gen. Wheeler's head- 
quarters, ran into, a Spanish skir- 
mish line and before I knew it there 
were Spaniards all around me yelling 
like Comanches. It was too late to 
turn back". I put spurs to my horse 
and, drawing my revolver, proceeded to 
empty it into the Don's faces. 


"Well, I felt the conventional 'sting- 


ing sensations' several times before I 
got out of that mess, but I kept straight 
ahead, loading my revolver as I went, 
and incidentally taking an inventory of 
my wounds. I found I had been shot 
four times ami cut twice with machetes. 


"A quarter of a mile further on I ran 


into another bunch and again I had to 
run the gauntlet. The proceedings of 
three minutes before was repeated, 
emptied my revolver and put my horse 
to his highest speed. This time I was 
shot three times and received four cuts 
from machetes, which brought the total 
number of wounds up to thirteen. 


"After the second adventure I had 


rldclen about a mile I guess, when a 
shell burst near by, killing my horse 
and breaking my right leg below the 
knee in six places. I fell to the ground, 
where I lay until 4 o'clock on the next 
afternoon. It was 2 o'clock when I 
fell. 


"Shortly afterward I was placed on 


board a hospital ship and taken to New 
York. While I was still on the ship in 
New York harbor Major Armstrong, 
formerly surgeon major of the Second 
Kansas National Guard, of which T had 
been a member, came on hoard and 
recognized me. and by his orders I was 
transferred to the 
hospital at 
Fort 


Thomas, Ky. 
Here I was given the 


very bos: of medical and surgical at- 
tention. I believe the surgeon tool 
special pride in bringing mo out whole, 
as I was so badly cut up."

was the senior brigadier of the army, 
in command of the Department of Colo- 
rado. 
When Shafier was ordered to 


Tampa, Gen. Otis was assigned to the 
Department of California, with head- 
quarters at San Francisco, and there 
he remained until he sailed for 
the 


Philippines in command of the second j 
expedition. 
An officer 
who 
knows 


him well tells hew Gen. Otis happened 
to he chosen as Gen. Merrill's chief 
lieutenant. 
The work of the court- 


martial which tried Capt. Oberlin M. 
Carter, Corps of Engineers, had just 
been completed. 
Gen. Otis was the 


President of that court, having been 
selected both because he was a lawyer 
by profession 
and because 
he 
was 


known to have a judicial mind. 


The President imagined that the roan 


who was to be second in command in 
the Philippines might come into closer 
contact with the Spaniards than the 
commanding G«neral. 
He wanted a 


man of tact and firmness, and 
he 


wanted a man capable of quickly whip- 
ping into shape the volunteers, who 
were in the majority in our army in 
the Philippines. 
He asked to have a 


man recommended to him. Gen. Otis's 
was the one name considered after sev- 
eral ha<i been passed. 
Gen. Merritt 


was one of Gen. Otis's strongest sup- 
porters and Gen. Otis was selected. 


Gen. Otis has been married twice, and 


has two daughters by his first wife, 
who died several years ago. 
One of 


the daughters is married. 
His second 


wife was the widow of Col. McAllister 
of the Quartermaster-General's Depart- 
ment. 
Gen. Otis moves like a very 


nervous man. He appears, when walk- 
ing, to be always in a hurry. 
Yet, 


when he has any question under con- 
sideration, he is a man of infinite pa- 
tience and'attention to detail. 
He has 


shown this characteristic particularly 
when sitting on court-martials. 
It is 


said of him that he has presided over 
more of these courts than any other 
officer in the army. 


He is a man of great personal brav- 


ery and great determination. 
In 1877. 


whsn he was attached to the Twenty- 
second Infantry. Gen. Miles was carry- 
ing on a campaign against Sitting Bull 
and the hostile Sioux. 
His headquar- 


ters were at what is now Fort Keogh, 
Montana. 
Otis, with 130 men, had 


been ordered to take up a supply train 
to Gen. Miles from a point 
several 


miles south of the General's headquar- 
ters. 
On the way and "While passing 


through a ravine Otis and his train fell 
in with Sitting Bull and several hun- 
dred braves. 
The Sioux chief ordered 


Otis to turn over the train and sur- 
render his command. 


"That isn't what I'm here for," was 


Otis's reply. 
"My chief wants these 


supplies. I intend to take them to him, 
and if you don't get out of the way 
I'll remove you." 


The Sioux outnumbered the whites 


about six to one. 
They began to sur- 


round Otis's little band. 
Leaving his 


train, with a few of his men as a rear 
guard, Otis advanced. 
The fighting 


lasted all that day and the next. 
Be- 


fore sunset of the second day Sitting 
Bull had had enough. 
About 100 of 


his braves had been killed and many 
others had been wounded. 
Otis lost 


about a dozen in killed and wounded. 
The Sioux fled and Otis delivered his 
supplies to Gen. Miles. 


As a post commander, Otis was con- 


sidered the most exacting man in the 
army. 
It came to be understood that 


wherever Otis was in command, there 
would bfe the best "policed" or neatest 
post in the department. 
A department 


commander once said of him: 
. "T3iat man '"^Ma^- spend? .nior^" time 
scrubbing and,, polishing and driliing 
than* any'Other officer in'-'the service.'" 


Owing to this characteristic, he was 


attached to the Inspector-General's of- 
fice for a time, and so exacting was he 
in the matter of discipline arid personal 
appearance of officers and men that the 
regiments he inspected came to be 
known as "Otis's fighting dandies." 


He is a man who is always busy. 
A 


friend of hia said that Otis usually 
worked about nineteen hours out of 
every twenty-four. 
His official work, 


however, before he left for Manila was 
always completed each 
day 
before 


nightfall. 
He has a fine library, and 


there, among his books, he insisted 
upon spending his evenings. 
He has 


never given up altogether the study of 
law, 
and it was said of him that he 


is a better international and constitu- 
tional lawyer 
than many 
in active 


practice. 
On the literature of war he 


always keeps up with the times, and it 
is said of him that there is not a work 
on tactics or the science and art of war 
with which he is not familiar.

the Journal says that Henry Pearirc-e, 
president of the American chamber of 
commerce in Paris, has returned from

Mr. Peaj-tree's 
visit was official in the sense that he 
represented not only the interests of 
American merchants in France, but also 
French business men who are concerned 
in American merchandise. Mr. Psartree 
made the following statement last even- 
ing: 
"President McKinley expressed 


the belief that the treaty of commerce 
between France and the United Statea 
would soon be concluded. Ambassador 
Cambon and Mr. Kasscn both assured me 
that they agreed upon many points and 
are working- out details as quickly as 
possible. To come to a conclusion about 
the long list of articles involved consumes 
much time, but if the treaty be not fin- 
ished July 24, the date when the power 
given by the Dingley law ceases, the 
\\ ork need not stop, as the treaty-making- 
power always exists. Four hundred 
members of the American chamber of 
commerce in Paris.all the American mer- 
chants in France, all the French mer- 
chants who are interested in American 
merchandise, the French minister of 
commerce and the French government 
anxiously await the conclusion of the 
treaty. France gives a minimum tarifT 
and America gives a general reduction 
upon a long list of articles. The treaty- 
will greatly enlarge the market for 
American mercnandise." 


Before leaving for Brussels, where he is 


now visiting United States Minister Sto- 
rer. Archbishop Ireland, speaking of the 
relations between France and the United 
States than at present. Since my arrival 
in Paris I have talked with almost all the 
members of the cabinet, including- M.
